ARRIVE PITTSBURGH 9/28; ARRIVE WASHINGTON, D.C. 10/2; 

LEAVE WASHINGTON, D.C. 10/4. IN BOSTON, THE INR/MHD 
SPECIALISTS WILL VISIT (1) AVCO EVERETT RESEARCH 
LABORATORIES, TO VIEW AND DISCUSS AIR HEATERS, COAL 
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COMBUSTOR SLAG FLOW AND COMBUSTOR WITH VITIATED AIR, 
(2) MIT, TO DISCUSS CURRENT COMBUSTION EXPERIMENTS, 

AND (3) HARVARD UNIVERSITY LIBRARY, TO REVIEW RECENT
